Armed man shot dead 

Family witnesses gruesome site after standoff with RCMP in Vegreville

A man wielding a shotgun 
died at the hands of RCMP 
in the small town of Veg¬ 
reville Saturday night af¬ 
ter a police chase turned- 
standoff forced Mounties 
to fire. 

“The RCMP in Vegre¬ 
ville encountered a man 
who had a shotgun and 
failed to comply and put 
the shotgun down,” said 
Const. Laurel Kading. 

“Then RCMP members 


fired at him.” 

Rural resident Michael 
Simpson said he could 
barely believe what he 
was seeing when he and 
his family drove by offi¬ 
cers hunched over the 
man’s body on the small 
town’s main drag around 
7:30 p.m., just after the 
man was shot dead. 

“It was in plain view of 
eveiything. There were two 
or three cruisers on the 
scene, and there were two or 
three officers crouching over 
the man,” Simpson said. 

Simpson was driving 
with his wife, young daugh¬

ter and nephew at the time, 
though none knew the 
man had been shot at first. 

“I didn’t see or hear any 
shots or any blood. I as¬ 
sumed they were doing a 
takedown,” he said, adding 
it wasn’t until reading me¬ 
dia reports that he realized 
just what had happened. 

Police haven’t released 
the man’s name pending 


notification the next of 
kin. Mounties say he’s a 
59-year-old man from the 
area, who was “not well- 
known” to police. 

“He was Caucasian and 
not veiy well-dressed,” 
Simpson said, adding the he 
did not recognize the man 
lying on the pavement. 

“My kids didn’t under¬ 
stand and I guess we didn’t 


understand what had hap¬ 
pened either. I suppose it had 
just happened because he 
was still on the groimd and 
there were no ambulances or 
anything like that.” 

Police haven’t released 
any more details on the 
shooting, and would not 
say how many shots were 
fired, or how the man came 
to a standoff with police, 
though it’s believed to have 
begun with a car chase. 

“It’s shocking,” said Simp¬ 
son. “Eveiyone in a small 
town likes to assume that 
things like this don’t hap¬ 
pen in a place like this.”

Train crash puzzles officials 

Second derailment in a week spills petroleum coke up north

Another CN train went off 
the tracks over the week¬ 
end, making it two wrecks 
in one week for the 
shipping giant. 

Though it’s not yet 
known exactly why a 
freight train hauling 111 
cars from Edmonton to 
Fort McMurray jumped the 
tracks Saturday afternoon 
near the hamlet of Caslan 
— about 170 kilometres 
north of Edmonton. 

Only nine cars out of 100 
derailed. They contained 
petroleum coke, which has 
little environmental im¬ 
pact, officials say. 

“It was a mixed freight 
train,” said CN spokesman 
Kevin Franchuk. “Petrole¬ 
um coke is a bi-product 
from oilsands production. 
It’s not classified a danger¬ 
ous commodity, and it’s 
being removed.” 

Franchuk said CN offi¬ 
cials still aren’t clear how 
or why the derailment 
happened, but that the 
matter is under investiga¬ 
tion. 

CN officials, Strathcona 
County RCMP and mo¬ 
torists had a nightmare on 
their hands Thursday 


morning after a train haul¬ 
ing 85 cars went off the 
rails on an overpass just 
outside Sherwood Park on 
a busy Yellowhead Trail. 

About a dozen of the cars 


went off the tracks. Police 
believe the crash was in¬ 
tentional, as someone 
dragged a piece of con¬ 
struction equipment onto 
the tracks shortly before 


the accident. 

Police say no arrests 
have been made after the 
wreck and investigators 
are still handling the 
case.

Gang members 
call shots from 
prison: Expert

An area criminologist says 
that a gang riot that took 
place at the Edmonton In¬ 
stitution two weeks ago 
will have an effect on the 
street and that the ring 
leaders of a number of 
gangs are controlling their 
street armies from the in¬ 
side. 

“They’re the senior 
board members and are in 
many cases the ones call¬ 
ing the shots,” said Grant 
MacEwan criminology pro¬ 
fessor Bill Pitt. 

“These are the guys that 
have been in prison before, 
committed a lot of serious 
crimes and are looked up to 
in the criminal fraternity.” 

There were reportedly 
three gangs at the epicen¬ 
tre of the riot, which re¬ 
sulted in a number of in¬ 
mates receiving stab 
wounds, and the institu¬ 
tion’s sweat lodge was 
burnt to the ground. 

Pitt says he’s not at all 
surprised at the riot, and 


the subsequent gang 
shootings that have been 
ripping through city 
streets in the past weeks. 
Pitt says he feels strongly 
that the behavior is con¬ 
nected and directions are 
coming from behind 
prison walls to those on 
the streets. 

“They are the ones that 
don’t give up their activity 
simply because they’re be¬ 
hind bars,” Pitt said. “They 
have to have people on the 
street out there to do their 
bidding. Being in prison is 
only four walls and bars, 
but being in prison doesn’t 
stop them.” 

Pitt blames relaxed sen¬ 
tences and said that Ed¬ 
monton is an attractive 
place for criminal activity 
because of the lucrative 
drug trade, adding that the 
violence inside prison walls 
could have a reactive effect 
with gang members on the 
street seeking revenge. 

“This is not a problem 
that will get solved be¬ 
cause you throw someone 
in jail, in fact, it can make 
it worse.”

Amnesty International protests Beijing Games

Under normal 
circumstances, Ottawa’s 
Michael Bossin would be 
excited for the upcoming 
summer Olympic Games. 

But the ongoing human 
rights situation in China 
has turned anticipation to 
disappointment, said the 
Amnesty International 
member. 

“I had hoped the 
Ol 5 nnpics in China would 
improve the situation of 
human rights in the coun¬ 
try, but by all accounts, 
things are worse. 

It was a great opportuni¬ 
ty for China to show its 
best side, but sadly, I think 
the opportunity has been 
lost.” 

Dozens of Amnesty sup¬ 
porters protested at Ot¬ 
tawa’s Chinese Embassy 
yesterday to mark the sev¬ 
en-year anniversary of Bei¬ 
jing winning the 2008 
Ol 5 mipic Games. 

“We want to ... remind 
the Chinese government of 
their promise to improve 
human rights if they got 
the Ol 5 mipics,” said Lind¬ 
say Mossman, with 
Amnesty in Ottawa.

A violent groping in East 
Vancouver has sparked a 
war of words between 
provincial New Democrats 
and TransLink, their pri¬ 
mary public transit sys¬ 
tem, over security. 

New Democrat politi¬ 
cians Raj Chouhan (Burna- 
by-Edmonds) and Adrian 
Dix (Vancouver-Kingsway) 
petitioned transit riders 
outside Edmonds Station 
yesterday. 

The pair are calling for 
increased security in and 
around stations after a 27- 
year-old Vancouver woman 
was sexually assaulted Fri¬ 
day night, a block from 
Nanaimo station. 

TransLink, however, said 
the campaign is disingenu¬ 
ous and gives the public 
the wrong impression 
about SkyTrain security be¬ 
cause the majority of as¬ 
saults and robberies do not 
happen at the stations 
themselves. 

At about 8 p.m. Friday, 
Vancouver police said a 27- 
year-old was walking about 
a block from the Nanaimo 
SkyTrain station, when a 
man attacked her and 


grabbed her breasts. He 
ran off when a passing mo¬ 
torist stopped to help. 

“There should be at least 
one SkyTrain attendant 
here at the station at all 
times for the public to feel 
safe,” said Chouhan, who 
claims that 10 women 
have been assaulted out¬ 
side a station since Janu¬ 
ary. 

“It’s important for the 
public to know that they 
can use SkyTrain safely 
and we have ensure that it 


is safe.” 

But Ken Hardie said 
much of what NDP is pro¬ 
posing does little to solve 
the problem. 

“These incidents are oc¬ 
curring quite some dis¬ 
tance away from the sta¬ 
tions,” Hardie said. 

“Therefore, all the per¬ 
sonnel, lighting, and cam¬ 
eras in the world will not 
make the public safer in 
the areas where the at¬ 
tacks are occurring — on 
the city streets.”

Ahmadinejad vows to strike down enemies 


Russian investment 

The head of Russian gas company Gazprom was in Iran 
yesterday looking for new business opportunities after French 
oil major Total froze investment in a major Iranian field citing 
political risk. 



Iran’s president said his 
country would strike its en¬ 
emies before they 
managed to fire a shot, me¬ 
dia reported yesterday, part 
of an escalating war of 
words on its nuclear ambi¬ 
tions fuelling Middle East 
tensions. 

President Malimoud Ati- 
madinejad eclioed com¬ 
ments by otlier Iranian offi¬ 
cials and commanders that 
Iran’s response to any at¬ 
tack over its disputed nu¬ 
clear programme would be 
quick. 

“Before the enemies get 
their hands on the trigger 
the armed forces will cut off 
their hands,” the official IR- 
NA news agency quoted Ah¬ 
madinejad as telling re¬ 
porters. 

A senior Iranian official 


was quoted as sa 5 dng on Sat¬ 
urday that Iran would de¬ 
stroy Israel and 32 U.S. mili- 
taiy bases in the Middle 
East if the Islamic Republic 
was attacked. 

The United States has re¬ 
fused to rule out military ac¬ 
tion if diplomacy fails to re¬ 
solve the nuclear row. 
Washington says Tehran is 
seeking nuclear arms, a 
charge Iran denies, sajdng 
its aim is to generate elec¬ 
tricity. 

Israel, long assumed to 
have nuclear arms, has 
sworn to prevent Iran from 


attaining atomic weapons. 
An Israeli air force drill last 
month raised speculation it 
was plarming an attack. 

Iranian missile tests this 
week further stoked ten¬ 
sion. Fears of military con¬ 
frontation between Iran 
and Israel have helped to 
send global oil prices to 
record highs. 

Oil exports from the 
whole Gulf region would be 
at risk if Iran’s exports were 
hindered by any threat, 
Iran’s OPEC governor Mo¬

ropeans did, to put an end 
to the deadly spiral of war 
and violence, that, centuiy 
after century, repeatedly 
brought barbarity to the 
heart of civilisation,” 
Sarkozy said in the 
keynote speech. 

But there was no hand¬ 
shake and Syrian Presi¬ 
dent Bashar al-Assad ap¬ 
peared to go out of his way 
to avoid Israeli Prime Min¬ 
ister Ehud Olmert, hiding 
his face behind his arm as 
he walked past where the 
Israeli leader was stand¬ 
ing. 

Eg 5 q)tian President Hos- 
ni Mubarak said Assad was 
not in the meeting room 
before the Israeli prime 
minister delivered a 
speech on water coopera¬ 
tion because he had “other 
business.”

OUTPOST Insurgents killed

Afghanistan is suffering 
from a rising tide of vio¬ 
lence this year, with a 
sharp increase in Taliban 
attacks, especially in the 
east where NATO says mili¬ 


tants have taken advan¬ 
tage of peace deals in Pak¬ 
istan to cross the border 
and fight in Afghanistan. 

“The fighting began in 
the early morning hours 
and continued into the day 
as insurgents were re¬ 
pulsed from an Afghan Na¬ 
tional Army and ISAF com¬ 
bat outpost,” a statement 
by the NATO-led Interna¬ 
tional Security Assistance 
Force (ISAF) said. 

The dead soldiers were 


all American, a NATO offi¬ 
cial said. Fifteen ISAF 
troops and four Afghan sol¬ 
diers were also wounded in 
the fighting. 

“Although no final as¬ 
sessment has been made, 
it is believed insurgents 
suffered heavy casualties 
during several hours of 
fighting,” it said. The fight¬ 
ing took place in the 
northeastern province of 
Kunar, close to the border 
with Pakistan and also to 


neighbouring Nuristan 
province. 

Afghan authorities said 
earlier in the day five Pak¬ 
istani Taliban were killed 
and 13 more wounded af¬ 
ter they infiltrated Nuris¬ 
tan province on Saturday. 
The Defence Ministry said 
dozens of insurgents were 
killed and dozens more 
wounded in a counter-at¬ 
tack by the Afghan army in 
Nuristan yesterday.

f you’ve been following 
news about the upcom¬ 
ing Beijing Olympic 
Games, you may have 
seen photos of thou¬ 
sands of workers tiying to 
clean huge swaths of algae 
from the waters and beaches 
in co-host city Qingdao. The 
algae have proliferated more 
than one-third of waters 
where sailing events will be 
held. 


This is not an unusual oc¬ 
currence, but it is a symp¬ 
tom of an underlying prob¬ 
lem with potential repercus¬ 
sions far more serious than 
hampering Olympic events 
or adding to the negative 
pubhcity surrounding Chi¬ 
na’s Games. The blooms — 
along with a host of other 
problems — are caused by 
excessive amounts of nitro¬ 
gen from sources such as 
road and industrial run-off, 
untreated sewage, and, most 
of all, fossil-fuel combustion 
and agricultural fertilizers. 

Because it is a major com¬ 
ponent of proteins and the 
atmosphere, nitrogen is a vi¬ 
tal element in the biosphere. 
In the soil, nitrogen stimu¬ 
lates growth in plants. We 
can “fix” nitrogen from the 
air into fertihzer in a process 


that takes a lot of heat from 
fossil fuels. 

Applied on farmers’ fields, 
this artificial fertilizer in¬ 
duces plant growth, but sci¬ 
entists beheve this has re¬ 
sulted in nitrogen entering 
the Earth’s soils at more 
than twice its natural rate. 
This ripples out from the 
land to affect freshwater and 
marine ecosystems. Besides 
giving Chinese Olympic or¬ 
ganizers headaches, algal 
outbreaks have also contam¬ 


inated drinking-water sup- 
phes used by milhons of peo¬ 
ple. 

Excess nitrogen can also 
disrupt or change plant- 
growth patterns (including 
contributing to the spread of 
invasive species), poison 
freshwater environments, 
deprive ocean ecosystems of 
the oxygen needed to sup¬ 
port aquatic life, and even 
contribute to global warm¬ 
ing. 

Because we know where 


much of the excess nitrogen 
in the environment comes 
from, we know how to re¬ 
duce the levels. 

First, we must cut back on 
fossil fuels. But we can also 
reduce our use of chemical 
fertihzers, in agriculture, on 
golf courses, and even in our 
own backyards. 

We may not be able fix 
the problem in time for the 
2008 Olympics, but we need 
to get on it now, or we’ll 
have far bigger problems to 
contend with than where to 
hold Olympic saihng events.

While members of 
Canada’s women’s soccer 
team say they’re thrilled 
to be one of 12 teams tak¬ 
ing part in the world’s 
largest sporting event, 
their aspirations don’t end 
with just participating.

over Mexico. 


The team, he added, has 
played 18 or 19 interna¬ 
tional matches since Janu- 
aiy. 

“You can train and train 
and train as much as you 
want,” said Pellerud. “But 
if you cannot test it against 
the best teams in the 
world, you really are with¬ 
out answers.” 


Recently, Canada fin¬ 
ished runner-up to the U.S., 
the top-ranked team in the 
world, at the 2008 Peace 
Queen Cup in Korea. Cana¬ 
da lost the hard-fought 
match 1-0, with the only 
goal coming in extra time. 

The team, Pellerud said, 
has been to China a hand¬ 
ful of times over the past 


couple of years to prepare 
for Beijing’s notoriously 
poor air quality. 

The trips allowed coach¬ 
es to see how different 
players reacted to the pol¬ 
lution and which players 
may need inhalers.

Nursing ‘crisis’ to escalate 

Continuing care industry may explode in next few years as baby boomers retire

With an aging 
population and not 
enough nurses entering 
the ranks to take care of 
them all, private and 
public health-care 
providers in Canada 
alike are bracing for a 
health-care crisis. 

Experts say the numbers 
of elderly people who 
need help with the daily 
acts of living most of us 
take for granted like get¬ 
ting groceries, making 
meals and keeping healthy 
are growing and too few 
nurses are being brought 
into the fold, especially 
among young people. 

Kaaren Neufeld, presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian Nurs¬ 
es Association (CNA), says 
the numbers tell a worry¬ 
ing story — while the CNA 
recently succeeded in 
graduating more than 
9,300 new nurses in a sin¬ 
gle year for the first time 
in three decades, Neufeld 
says the country needs 
closer to 12,000 new nurs¬ 
es each year. 

“There is a shortage of 
health-care practitioners 
in this country and work¬ 
ing with the frail elderly in 
this country is something 
there will continue to be a 
strong need for,” Neufeld 
said. 

As many aging boomers 
develop increasing nurs¬ 
ing needs, Neufeld insists 
more emphasis on contin¬ 
uing care instead of cures 


will be needed. 

“We have to change the 
way health care is deliv¬ 
ered in this country in or¬ 
der to meet the need of 
the population we’re an¬ 
ticipating,” Neufeld said. 

Lisa Wiseman, president 
of private firm Eldercare 
Home Health Inc., which 
sends experienced regis¬ 
tered nurses directly to 
elderly clients’ own 


homes, says the lack of 
nurses is a problem not 
easily solved in the short 


term, since field experi¬ 
ence is such a key part of 
successful nursing. 


“Even if we graduated 
all the nurses we needed 
tomorrow, they still 
wouldn’t have the experi¬ 
ence. We’re definitely 
heading into a crisis,” 
Wiseman said. 

A big problem has been 
attracting young female 
nurses, since traditionally 
few men choose to enter 
the field. 

Before the women’s lib¬ 


eration movement, most 
women chose to enter ei¬ 
ther nursing or teaching 
as professions. 

Now that women are in¬ 
creasingly being accepted 
in the working world, 
Wiseman says it’s only 
natural that many are 
choosing a wide variety of 
professions. 

With the average age of 
a registered nurse hover¬ 
ing at around 47 years old, 
it’s also obvious that rela¬ 
tively few young women 
are choosing to become 
nurses. 

Still, with demand high 
and supply low, enterpris¬ 
ing students who feel a 
calling to care for others 
like Jenna Ho}^:, 28, are 
putting two and two to¬ 
gether pursuing their 
dream of nursing. H 054 : re¬ 
cently graduated from the 
University of Toronto’s 
Lawrence S. Bloomberg 
Faculty of Nursing and 
says her and her friends 
were being wooed to nurs¬ 
ing positions almost in¬ 
stantly. 

“From the moment we 
started nursing school, 
hospitals were lined up to 
recruit new nurses,” Hoyt 
said. 

Hojh herself is heading 
to Ethiopia to provide 
nursing care and do hu¬ 
manitarian relief work 
and says of her friends 
who graduated, not one is 
still left looking for work. 

“Anyone who wanted a 
job has a job. I actually feel 
a bit guilty leaving Canada 
because I know there’s a 
shortage,” she said.

Legal spats may 
jump over hours 


Should an employee get 
paid for reading a 
BlackBerry at the dinner 
table, sending an office e- 
mail or posting a job-relat¬ 
ed blog at home? 

A spat at ABC News over 
paying writers to check 
their BlackBerrys on their 
own time recently raised 
the issue, and such a dis¬ 
pute marks the leading 
edge of a deluge of unre¬ 
solved and potentially heat¬ 
ed cases to come, experts 
say. 

The growing technical 
ability to work remotely, 
combined the growth of 
work-related legal disputes, 
is raising “lots of smaller- 
scope issues of this kind,” 
said John Thompson, an ex¬ 
pert in wage and hour law 
at Fisher & Phillips in At¬ 
lanta. 


No sympathy 

Productivity expert Laura 
Stack has little sympathy for 
the employee side of the ar¬ 
gument: “Show me one em¬ 
ployee who doesn't waste 
time at work," she said citing 
things like personal phone 
calls and socializing. 

“We’ve never seen any¬ 
thing like it. Just the ques¬ 
tion of what is work and 
what isn’t is a practically 
endless question,” he said. 
“It is going to drive to the 
surface all kinds of issues 
that nobody’s ever thought 
of before.” 

At ABC, imder a long¬ 
standing contract waiver, 
writers who sporadically 
checked their BlackBerrys 
after hours did not incur 
time-and-a-half overtime 


pay. 

The union, the Writers 
Guild of America, East, chal¬ 
lenged the waiver when 
three new writers were 
hired, and the company re¬ 
sponded by taking away all 
writers’ BlackBeriys, ABC 
said. 

The waiver was quickly 
reinstated, said Jeffrey 
Schneider, senior vice-presi¬ 
dent of ABC News. 

“We’re glad to be back to 
the status quo where people 
can still check their Black- 
Benys without incurring 
time-and-a-half overtime, 
which turns veiy quickly in¬ 
to a very big bill for a news 
division like ours,” he said. 

“We absolutely want to 
compensate people for 
overtime that they work, 
but that does not cover sim¬ 
ply checking your e-mail,” 
he added. reuters

It’s best to avoid pub wear 
at work, survey suggests 


TORONTO You might con¬ 
sider ditching the flip- 
flops and cargo pants if 
you want to get promoted 
this summer, particularly 
if you work in financial 
services, according to a 
workplace survey on of¬ 
fice attire. 

Around 41 per cent of 
U.S. employers surveyed 
by Careerbuilder.com said 
professionally dressed em¬ 
ployees tend to be promot¬ 
ed more than others and 
nearly two-thirds have im¬ 
posed some form of dress 
ban. 

With summer tempera¬ 
tures rising, dress code is¬ 
sues are more likely to 
come to the fore, said Ca- 
reerbuilder.com’s Canada 
managing director Remy 
Piazza, with 64 per cent of 
the 2,765 employers sur¬ 
veyed banning flip flops, 
49 per cent forbidding mi¬ 
ni-skirts and 28 per cent 
blacklisting jeans. 

“Come spring and sum¬ 
mer, people finally get to 


take off the 15 layers of 
clothing they’ve been 
wearing all winter, and 
that’s when some of the 
dress code issues start to 
creep in,” Piazza told 
Reuters. 

The financial service sec¬ 
tor placed the most em¬ 
phasis on professional 
dress, with 55 per cent of 
employers sajdng that pro¬ 
fessionally dressed work¬ 
ers are more likely to be 
promoted. 

IT and manufacturing 
industries were the most 
lenient, the survey found. 
Only 37 per cent and 34 
per cent of employers, re¬ 
spectively, said dress code 
had an impact on promo¬ 
tions. 

The most common mis¬ 
take is dressing in stained, 
wrinkled or simply inap¬ 
propriate clothing. Piazza 
said. 

“Don’t mistake the of- 
flce for your local pub — 
leave the slinky skirts and 
cut-off shorts at home,” he 


said. 

But some dress-code vio¬ 
lations may be harder to 
detect than others, said 
Christa Harbridge of ca¬ 
reer placement firm Ab¬ 
solute Recruitment in Mis¬ 
sissauga, Ont. 

“A lot of people make 
the mistake of thinking 
they can wear whatever 
they want if they throw a 
blazer over it,” she said, 
adding that denim vests 
and skirts may be out of 
the question. 

“Workplace environ¬ 
ments can vary by culture, 
but we always say it’s bet¬ 
ter to be overdressed than 
underdressed, especially 
for job interviews.” 

More than a third of the 
businesses surveyed have 
sent an employee home 
because they were dressed 
inappropriately. 

“If you’re trying to turn 
a casual summer beach 
outfit into corporate wear, 
it just won’t work,” Har¬ 
bridge said. REUTERS

DVDs to carry 
anti-smoking ads 

FILM INDUSTRY Six major 
Hollj^ood film studios 
agreed on Friday to place 
anti-smoking ads on new 
movie DVDs targeted to 
children in a bid to count¬ 
er the infiuence of tobacco 
use on screen. The studios 
joined forces with Califor¬ 
nia health authorities in 
what was called an 
unprecedented agreement 
to protect children from 
the risks of smoking. 

Under the deal, Sony Pic¬ 
tures, Universal Studios, 
Warner Bros., Paramount 
Pictures, Walt Disney Stu¬ 
dios and Twentieth Centu- 
ly Fox will include anti¬ 
smoking advertisements 
in the opening minutes of 
DVDs of all new movies 
with smoking scenes that 
are rated G, PG and PG-13. 

Those ratings are used to 
designate a film as being 
aimed primarily at kids. 

The anti-smoking commer¬ 
cials, produced by Califor¬ 
nia’s Tobacco Control Pro¬ 
gram, also will be targeted 
at children. 

The ad will first be seen 
on the Sony DVD of 21 — a 
PG-13 drama about a casino 
scam. 

“Placing these ads on 
DVDs will remind viewers 
that movies are fiction but 
the damage smoking does 
is real,” said Lisa Paulsen, 
president of the Entertain¬ 
ment Industiy Foundation, 
which aims to raise aware¬ 
ness of health and social is¬ 
sues. REUTERS
